Near  the  beginning  of  the  season,  the  Bulldogs 
successfully  defended  their  Holiday  Tournament  title 
with  a  convincing  victory  over  a  scrappy  Middlesex 
team  in  the  final  round.  Another  highlight  of  the 
season  came  when  the  Bulldogs  completely 
outplayed  defending  conference  champion  and  arch 
rival,  Summit,  to  a  73-59  victory,  for  the  most 
satisfying  win  of  the  year. 

There  were  also  many  individual  feats  achieved  by 
various  players.  Joe  Pepe  surpassed  the  1,000  point 
career  scoring  mark  to  become  the  highest  scorer  in 
Dayton  basketball  history,  and  there  also  was  the 
Millburn  game,  when  Howie  Drew  sank  a  last  second 
basket  to  pull  out  a  victory  for  Dayton.
